Sec. 1. 22 MRSA 84062, sub-84, asenacted by PL 1999, c. 382, §1, is amended to read:

4. Kinship preference. Intheresidential placement of a child, the department shall consider
givinggive preference to an adult relative over anonrelated caregiver when determining placement for a
child, as long as the related caregiver meets al relevant state child protection standards and there is no
evidence that the caregiver or the environment is unfit.
